Other atu 
ties were worked into the Hearst mo.c- 
ment by other methods, and after the 
county conventions had all been held and 
the true condition of things became ap- 
parent, many of the delegates who had 
teen bound by Hearst instrrctions became 
sick of their jobs. They came to Spring- 
field ready to work with the influence 
which dominated the convention, and if 
it had come to a show down on any 
questions of organization, either tempo- 
rary or permanent, or upon any other 
quéstion in which there would have been 
an out and out test of the Hearst and 
anti-Hearst strength, theré is no ques- 
ition in my mind but that there would 
have been a sufficient number of those 
delegates there under Hearst instructions 
who would have voted with the other 
element, making a clear, working major- 
ity. It was the desire and the proposal 
of these men that there be no roll cails, 
and the roll call upon the Hearst in- 
dorsement resolutions was simply to place 
them on record as having carried out the 
instructions of their respéctive coun- 
ties, 


Thinks Contestants Will Lose. 
“The state is the unit of representation

Power of Court. 

This act not only limits the power of 
the court, but employs language wnich 
clearly defines the power of the courts 
with respect to summary punishment for 
contempts and applies to all courts, ex- 
cept, perhaps the supreme court. It ap- 
plies to the circuit and district courts, 
inasmuch as they were created Dy act 
of congress—their powers and duties be- 
ing granted by the act creating them 
and subsequent acts enlarging and dimin- 
ishing their jurisdiction. The act of 1831 
is a chart by which these courts are to 
be guided in cases where summary pun- 
ishment for contempt is to be inflicted. 

Justice Fields, in ex parte Robinson, 
19 Wall, at page 510, in referring to 
the act of !1831, says: “It lim- 
its the power of these courts, in this 
respect, to three classes of cases: I. 
where there has been misbehavior of a 
person in the presence of the courts, or 
So near thereto as to obstruct the ad- 
ministration of justice; 2, where there 
has been misbehavior of any officer of 
the courts in his officia] transactions, 
@nd 3. where there has been disobedi- 
ence or resistance by any Officer, party, 
juror, witness or other ‘person, to any 
lawful writ, process, order, rule, decree, 
or command of the courts. 

“As thus seen the power of these courts 
in the punishment of contempts can only 
be exercised to insure order and deco- 
Tum in their presence, to secure faith- 
fulness on the part of their officers in 
their officia] transactions, and to enforce 
obedience to their lawful orders; judg- 
ments and processes.’”” Kent’s Commen- 
taries, volume |, note on page 340, at 
bottom, it is said, in speaking of the 
act of i831: 

“That act had withdrawn from the 
courts of the United States the common 
law power to protect their suitors, offi- 
cers, witnesses and themselves, against 
the libels of the press, however atrocious, 
and though published and circulated 
pending the very trial of the cause.’’ 

In the case of Savin, I3!| U. S., page 
274, Justice Harlan, among other things 
a “The act of 1789 did not 
define what were the contempts of the 
authority of the courts of ‘the United 
States, in any cause or hearing before 
them, nor did it prescribe any special pro- 
cedure for determining a matter of con- 
tempt. Under that Statute the ques- 
tion whether particular acts constituted 
a@ contempt, as weil ag the mode of pro- 
ceeding against the offender, was left 
to be determined according to such es- 
tablished rules and principles of the com- 
mon law as were applicable to our situa- 
tion. The act of i831, however, mate. 
rially modified that of 1789, in that it 
restricted the power of the court to in- 
flict summary punishment for contempt 
to certain specified cases, among which 
was misbehavior in the presence of the 
court, or misbehavior so near thereto as 
to obstruct the administration of jus- 
tice.” 

In ex parte, Poulston, volume 19, Fed. 
Cas. No. 11,350, on page 1,206, Bald- 
win, judge, says: ‘On March 2, /83l, 
(4 Stat. 487), congress passed an act 
declaratory of the law, concerning con- 
tempt of court. > “The history 
of this act, the time of its passage, its 
title and provisions, must be considered 
together. in order to ascertain its mean- 
ing and truco construction, it was en- 
acted shortly after the acquittal of 
Judge Peck, of Missouri, on an impeach- 
ment preferred against him for issuing 
an attachment against a member of the 
bar for making a publication in relation 
to a suit which had been decided by 
that judge.

LUNCH CLUB 
FOR EMPLOYEES 


Salesmen and Boys of New 
York Store Are Pro- 
vided for. 


On the top floor of a Broadway Office 
building opposite the city hall park there 
is a luncheon club that is a unique illus- 
tration of the value of cooperation be- 
tween employers and employes. It is not 
a “swell” affair, and the names of its 
membegs do. not figure in the lists of the 
chabmen of New York. But it has been 
in existénce for six years, and with the 
exception of one brief interval has al- 
ways been in a good financial condition, 


the province 


The club has a list of seventy-five meme 

bers, all of whom are employees of a 
large clothing firm. The clubrooms con- 
sist of a dining room and kitchen, a pri- 
l vate hall that serves as an anteroom. a 
| Mbrary and a smoking room. These rooms 
| are on the tap of the floor of the 
‘building used by the firm, and they are 
| given to the club rent free, which is 
practically a donation of $1,200 a year, 
l for the four rooms would easi@y rent for 
that if used for business purposes. 

The rooms are in use each day from I} 
0’ clock, when the first set of clerks, sales- 
men and boys go to lunch, until 3 0 ‘clock. 
when the last set is finished. It costs 
an errand boy only I5 cents a week to 
, be a member, while employes in higher 
,}and more lucrative positions pay 20 cents 
a week each. For this fee they not only 
| have the privilege of the rooms, but also 
all the tea, coffee or cocoa they care to 
_ drink with their meals in the restaurant. 
These beverages are paid for out of the 
| cluh’s’ treasury, so that for 4 boy who 
brings his lunch with him the member- 
ship affords him ‘“‘bargain rates” on the 
things he wishes to drink, to say noth- 
ing of an agreeable room to eat in and 
'a pleasant place to while away this noon 
| hour on cold and stormy days. 
| The restaurant is a neat little room fin- 
Ished in .oak and with colored prints on 
ithe walls. The kitchen is managed by a 
'cook on Speculation. His profits are made 
Out of the meals the members buy, the 
prices being low enough to attract patron- 
age to the club tables. Soups cost 5 
‘cents, roast meat 10 cents and desert 5 
cents. As there are no ‘tips’ and as 
coffeé or tea may be had for nothing, 
eating at this club is not a costly luxury. 
The kitchen is fitted up in the most mod- 
ern way, and 
from the Astor house. 

An anteroom 
from the library 
itbrary is not only supplied with a well 
assorted lot of books, but all the daily 
papers are kept on file as well, a contribu- 
tion from the firm’s advertising depart- 
ment. There are lounging chairs-and a 
window seat where one may look out on 
the life of Broadway or the greenery of 
the park, and there is a writing desk, 
with club stationery. This room is sa- 
cred to non-smokers, but the adjoining 
one, which the members facetiously cal! 
the ‘‘gambler’s room,”’ Is free to those 
who wish an after-dinner cigar and a 
game of checkers or chess. Since it would 
not pay to keep a cigar stand, the jan- 
itor, in return for keeping the rooms in 
order, has the privilege of running a 
nickel-in-the-slot machine that sells ci- 
gars, 

The club is me outgrowth of a sugges- 
tion made Dy one af the members of the 
firm that the of ice and errand boys 
‘should have a room set apart where they 
could eat their lunches in comfort. At the 
outset one of the porters was incnharge of 
the room and used to make coffee for the 
boys. The older men got the habit of 
dropping in. to have a cup of coffee, and 
thus the present cinb was born. 

Its membership is made up of boys and 
men from all the departments, and it 
has a regular board of officers 
managing committee. consisting of 
men from each of the Several depart- 
ments in the house. The dues are col- 
lected each week by men appointed for 
that purpose, and the finances are in 14 
flourishing condition. On an average sev- 
énty members eat in the club every 
working day. 

This firm another store nptown

by the success of the downtown luncheon 
to start one of their own. The firm 
great believer in cooperation, so 
great, in fact. that it shares its profits 
each vear with its emplovees. 
when it erected a new building uptown 
recently a dining room, library, smoking 
and roof garden forthe club were 
important features of the plans.

Atross one end of the roof is a sub- 
stantial house. fully 100 feet long and 25 
feet wide, with sloving sides and windows 
that give it something of the effect of a 
shin’s cabin. The kitchen is fitted 
with all modern ‘improvements, the din- 
ing room is a’ spacious. airy apartment: 
the librerv a ecozrv little nook. and the 
e—nkine rdom. herides heing comfortable. 
wee © “eo outlook over the city. 

These things were supplted to the em- 
\plores by the firm for nothing. All the 
members of the club had to do was to 
‘arouse sufficient interest among the 

workers in the buflding to have ‘$shem 
patronize the restaurant. Yet it has nev- 
er heen ax successful as the little one 
In fact. the club spirit is 
dead there and the restau- 
rant is run as a private enterprise.

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Tt was with a feeling cf condescension 
and sadness that Jesus turned from the 
teaching of great truths like beati- 
tudes and the discourses on spiritual life 
to the method of the oriental storyteller. 
There was a tone of His voice 
ae he cxplained to His disciples that 
He had to adopt that method of teach- 
ing because He found that He was so IHt- 
tle understood and He had 
given light to eyes that were closed, music 
to ears that were deaf and truth to 
coarsened minds. He was driven to the 
conclusion that the only thing that prom- 
isedl to arrest the attention of the mulfi- 
tudes long enough for truth to be grasped 
was the story. Reluctantly He came to 
use it as a vehicle for spiritual truth. 

Most of the parables of Jesus belong 
tc the latter part of the last year of 
His public ministry. While all of His 
teaching had in it an element of para- 
bolic illustration, yet not until after He 
had, in a measure, failed with the state- 
ment of pure metaphysical truth, spar- 
ingly illustrated with parables. did He 
come to use parables almost wholiyv as a 
substitute for His former method. 

His abstract teaching was widely 
understood and misrepresented. 
who heard the exquisitely lucid state- 
ments of the beatitudes found in them 
no meaning. If, instead of saying, “‘Bless- 
ed are the pure in heart, for they shall 
see God,” He had said, “The siphungle 
of an ammonite is dorsal,’ the meaning 
to them would have been the same. 

More than that, His clear cut sen- 
tences that shone with a steady gleam of 
love for all His brethren, that lighted 
the way to the kingdom to the humblest 
of His Father's children, gave such 
fence to the proud and bigoted relig- 
jonists that to continue the utterance 
of them meant to cut short his life be- 
fore his task was finished. The most 
marvelous discourse upon eternal life 
that ever fell from human lips so of- 
fended His hearers that many who, up 
to that time, had teen called His dis- 
ciples, “‘went back and walked no more 
with Him,’ and His enemies became 60 
violent in their hostility that they sought 
to kill Him so that He could ‘‘walk no 
more openly in Judea.” 

On the other hand, teaching by para- 
bles was comparatively safe. A story was 
not likely to offend, even if its spiritual 
meaning was not’ understood.

The parable of 
the five wise and five foolish virgins 
was intended to teach the lesson of

Three prominent Rus- 
sian statesman declined the position, be- 
ing moved thereto perhaps by considera- 
tions for their own personal safety, after 
which Bobrikoff was given the appoint- 
ment, 

“You will inspire yourself,’’ wrote the 
ezar, ‘“‘with the endeavor to impress 
upon the population of Finland the su- 
preme importance of their complete iden- 
‘tification with the common fatherland.” 
The task thus set upon him was to break 
the national spirit and to wipe out the 
constitutional liberties of a people who 
‘loved freedom 
'virtue of the fundanmental laws of the 
land, which their Russian sovereigns 
Nave successively sworn on their acces- 
sion to observe. 

Ruthless Severity. 

Bobrikoff enforced this programme with 
ruthless severity and seemed to delight 
in the opportunities offered him to show
